Dear Mr. President:- 


I beg to bring to your attention 
the circumstance that an order on Baird & Tatlock, London, 
involving apparatus and supplies absolutely necessary 
to the work of this Department, although made as long 
ago as the middle of February, has not yet been filled. 


It was fully expected that the goods would 
have been delivered and the account certified before 
the end of the past fiscal year; and there is no doubt 
that in normal times this would have been the case. 
The value of the goods ordered is $300. When they do 
arrive, the bill will make a large inroad on my appro- 
priation, which has already been cut to $750 as contraste- 
ed with last year's appropriation of $1200. The balance 
of $450 which will be left to me is totally insufficient 
for the carrying on of the Departmental work. There 
are moreover one or two minor accounts (some $50 in all) 
which are in the same position as Baird & Tatlock's. 


I beg, therefore, to petition the Board of 
Governors to reappropriate for the Department the un- 
expended sum of $350 for the purpose of meeting the 
obligations above referred toe This would leave me with 
$750 clear to meet the requirements of the present year; 
and although I must protest that that is by no means an 
adequate amount, I shall endeavour to do with it the 
best that can be done,

University of Toronto, 
Dear Mr. President, 

Being of military age, and, although married, child- 
less, I have long felt dissatisfied with my position in relation to the 
war. 1 cannot bbut think that my training, such as it is, ought in 
this crisis to be of some use , and should therefore be placed directly 
at the disposal of the Government. If I have not already given expres- 
Sion to this sentiment, it is chiefly because, having but recently 
entered the University, I considered my immediate duty was toward the 
Department placed in my charge. This duty seemed the more obvious in 
that the absence of Prof. Mackenzie left me also in a manner respons- 
ible for the whole Pathological building. Now it appears likely that 
Prof. Mackenzie may be recalled, while a year's experience has enabled 
me so far to organize my own Department that the teaching of Pathol- 
ogical Chemistry might, in case of need, be temporarily entrusted to 
the junior staff. Under these circumstances my conscience no longer 
allows me to consider myself indispensable to the.University. I there- 
fore declare myself ready, if the University will grant me leave of 
absence, to volunteer for military service in any capacity for which 
I might be found qualified, and in any locality, with the Base Hospital 
or elsewhere, in which I might be useful. [I have been led to under- 
stand that a Committee will be presently appointed to decide the rel- 
ative claims of the University and the War Office on the services of 
individuals in a position such as mine. I shall be glad to place my- 


self unreservedly in the hands of that committee.
